'Washington, June 28 — The 
peace treaty ending l^e war be- 
tween Germany and 27 otiier na- 
tions was ugne^.^ Versailles to- 
day. • 

The signing was begun at 10 :30 
Washington time, according to an 
-Ja0ksml report to the State De* 
paitncnt, which said tiiat Presi- 
dettfc Wilvon affixed his ^signature 
at 3 :14, Paris time, and a minute 
earlier, t)r. Herbert Mueller and 
Dr. Johannes BeU s^ned for Ger- 
many. 

The treaty was signed in the 
presence of 400 private guests, 
plenipotentiaries, 14 enlisted men 
^m the American, Brhidi likiad 
French armies. 

^Ail were b'eated when the Ger- 
man delegates entered by the sec- 
ondary stairway, tiins avoiding 
occasion for a salute by the guard 
of honor which was reserved for 
the allied representatives. .

(By Aasociated Press) 
Washington, June 28 — Presi- 
dent Wilson in an address to the 
American people on the occasion 
of the signing of the peace treaty 
made a plea for acceptance of the 
treaty and the covenant of the 
League of Nations without 
change or reservation. His mes- 
sage was given out here by Sec- 
retary Tumulty and said: 

"It ends' once for all the old and 
intolerable order under which 
small groups of selfish men could 
use the peoples of the great em- 
pires to serve their ambition for 
power and dominion ; it recogniz- 
es' the inalienable rights of na- 
tionalities, rights of minorities, 
and the sanctity of religious be- 
lief and practice. It will serve tp 
cleanse the life of the world an^ 
furnish guarantees' such as weijp 
never even contemplated 'for t3r% 
fair treatment of all who labor a|e 
the daily tasks oi^0t world."

raw, yellow skeleton skyward, tite 
huge-shaped arena, costing: $150,000 
and originally planned to seat 60,- 
000 persons, is rapidly nearing com- 
pletiost for the championship con- 
test between Jess Willard and Jack 
Dempsey here July 4. 

The arma is located in Bay View 
Fade, a nmniriiMJly owned irioit of 
gnMmd sizt^ acres in extent and di- 
rectly north four miles from the 
heart of the city. Before being 
tamed over to Tex Richard, promoter 
of the championship xontest, the park 
had been used as a recreation center 
and the arena rests on the site of 
two baseball diamonds. On the 
north side of the park is Maume Bay 
and to the east is Maumee River. 
RnrirrJing the plot is a road of cnuh- 
ed stone. The paik is of artificial 
constmetioB, most of it beingr filled in 
land, but it is ideally sitotated in 
every respect. It is perfectly flat and 
treeless, makincr the work ot the oi- 
-•riper constructing the arena easier 
than it otherw-ise would have been. 

Some idea of the immensity of the 
arena may be obtained from the fact 
that if four times as large as the 
arena in which Jack Johnson batter- 
ed Jim Jeffenes to defeat in Reno, 
Nev., and capable of seating four 
times as many persons. Approxi- 
mately 1,750,000 feet of hunber has 
been used in the stmctore. Not a 
bolt has been nsed, the entire build- 
ing being held togfether by nails of 
which two carloads or 50,000 pounds 
have been driven. .Ml new lumber 
has entered into the con.stniction and 
this will be .-^old after the contest. 

Precautions for safety have been 
taken in the construction. Careful 
tests were made of the grround to 
find oat wbetho: it ooold carry the 
great hnman weight which would 
rest upon it. The carrying capacity 
of the Imnber and the tensile strength 
of the nails were determined and a 
margin allowed for safety. 

Although the structure was orginal- 
ly plannefl for 50,000 persons, a load 
of 80,000 persons was taken as the 
basis of the e.stimate and, instead of 
allowing 175 pounds per person, as 
is done in ordinary construction for 
"live load" of 8,000 tims, bat to al 
low even a further amoant of safety 
margin, construction was based upon 
a load of 10,000 tons. 

As an insurance afirainst any set 
tling should rainy weather on the 
day of the match, or even a few days 
befoi'e, cause the stinicture to settle 
slightly heavier footing wa.s used. 
This entailed an additiom i expense 
of about $3,500 but Promoter Rickard 
decided it would be cheaper for the 
greater safety afforded. 

Several hundred disdMU'iced rsddleis 
all having seen serviee in France, will 
act as ushers and guards at the arena. 
They will be armed. Banks clerks 
have been engfaged by Promoter 
Richard in handling the ticket sales 
at the arena and at the downtown 
headouarters on the day of the con- 
test. 

An allowance of eighteen inches 
seatway has been made for each ticket 
holder. The rows will be two feet 
apart for ail seats cbeupet tiian |50 
and eight inches more for tiie |60 
and |60 seats. The seats tliemsdves 
will be ten inches in width, gMng 
foui-teen inches leg room between 
rows. The only difference between 
the cheapest seat and the top-piioed 

rows win allow .stiaAiiiy mote kg 

room. 

The $60 tickets entitles holders to 
seats about fifteen feet from the ring 
176 press seats f<Hr newspaper writers 
taking np the actual ring side. There 
will be forty-two seats in the first row 
of the reserved seat sections, while 
the last row of the $10 seats will ac- 
commodate 1,800 persons. The first 
ixjw of $10 seats will be about 276 
feet from the middle of the ring.

Mabee was received, and now comes 
ofSdal notice ot the death of one 
missing in action some montJhs ago — 
Private Van Todd, formerly of Mont- 
gomery townddp, vrbo was killed in 
action -in Hbe St IChiel sector near 
Fregpy, on September 27, 1918. We 
are in receipt of the following from 
Van's mo^Mr, Mrs. Price Todd, of

Van never wrote one word of com- 
plaint, although he was a boy that 
loved home. He was bom in Ken- 
tucky in tiie year 1893. He joined 
the Baptist church when he was 
fifteen years old and bad been a 
member of tliat diordi ever rinee. 
Since eoDdag to tliia state he had 
gone to the Goodfield and Deer 
Creek church. He said it seemed 
like home to him. You may all miss 
him, but no one like his mother." 

And so a mother's heart speaks of 
her own, her dear, brave hero boy — ■ 
and so our hearts respond in deep- 
est, earnest sympathy. Van belonged 
first to his God and to his parents 
aad rdattvea, bat he was also ours — 
our friend, our nei^^ibor, our soldier 
boy — fighting for his God and his 
country, even laying down his life 
that we might continue to enjoy that 
freedom on which our country is 
founded and which is so priceless to 
us all. Ho went into battle fearlessly, 
feeling that the cause was just, and 
relying on his Master in all emer- 
gencies. Van's hodj lies in the soil 
of Fraaoe, liot we umfar believe tliai 
bis sool is wifii Hie CM who gave it. 
We all went down into the vuley of 
the shadow of death with his dear 
parents and family at the time he 
was reported as missing, and now 
that we know he is gone and hope is 
no more, words fail us in trying to 
express our sincere and heartfelt 
sympathy to them.

NEW EMPLOYMENT FOR 
WOUNDED SOLDIER BOYS 

Menominee, Mich, June 23 — A 
one-armed man operating the 
newly invented Lloyd loom so im- 
pressed the Hon. G. M. S. Mc- 
Neilage, member of the Austra* 
lian legislature, during a trip 
through the Lloyd Manufacturing 
Company's plant here that ar- 
rangements were completed by 
cable whereby the Australian 
government pays $250,000 for 
rights to use tfie machine as well 
as Lloyd's new method of produc- 
tion. They will only be used in 
giving employment to returned 
and crippled soldiers and sailors. 

The Lloyd loom is the first me- 
chanical device ever made whicn 
will weave reed or fifcrre for baby 
carriages, furniture or baskets. 
From the very earliest time — 
even when Moses was found in 
the bullrushes', tucked into a hand 
made reed basket— 4hese articles 
have been woven by hand. Mar- 
shall B. Lloyd, one of the best 
known American machine inven- 
tors, struggled many years over 
the task while scores of others 
failed. Success has finally come 
in a machine which .^ill weave 
these fabrics 30 times' faster than 
the most skilled hand-worker can 
and with much greater perfection. 
The gap of ages' has been spanned 
in an industrial manner and reed 
and fibre manufacturers look for 
a complete revolution in their in- 
dustry as & Ftsttlt of the Lloyd 
loom. -'• ■ 

A machine is now en route to 
Australia. More will follow soon 
and a large- ^ctory will be built 
in which returning heroes will be 
employed. The facts that physi- 
cally deficient men can do the 
wea'^ing on the Lloyd loom in- 
stead of the nandfet efficient hand 
workers and that Australia is db^ 
ing everything possible to aid its 
wounded prompted the expends 
lUre of one-quarter of a million 
dollars for a single machine.
